Planting of Dry Land Species to Sup- 


ply Demand For Oil Advocated. 


S. C. Mason, fnited States arboreal 


culturist in charge of the experiments 
being conducted in Arizona. New Mexi- 
co and Texas. urrm-U in San Antonio 
rec"iitly. In various experimental sta- 
tions in the arid land districts the cul- 
ture of figs, date;- :uid olives is being 
cor ducted, says the San Antonio Ex- 
press. 


Mr. Mason declares that southwest 


Texas is an ideal country for the cul- 
ture of dry land olives, and the annual 
yield of olhes may become one of the 
most important crops of the state. 
Rocky dry iand, \i hich is considered 
unfit for the cultivation of crops, is i 


of the olive. 
i 


The department of agriculture has} 


iruprovtd specimens of the dry land 
olive from northern Africa, where it 
is grown extensively. 
These plants 


have been grown in different sections 
of the southwest, and at the Laredo 
experimental station the department 
bas met with exceptional success. 


"The dry land olive, which makes 


the finest oil, may be raised to better 
advantage in Texas than in Caifor- 
nia," said Mr. Mason. "In certain sec- 
tions of Africa tiiis crop is almost the 
only support of the people. There are 
three plants that seem to thrive in a 
desert, barren soil where no other 
plants will grow. 
They are the fig, 


the olive and the date palm. Arizona, 
Texas and Mexico can grow enough 
dates to supply the markets of the 
world. 


"The cultivation of figs has been neg- 


lected in Texas, although there is a 
market for the fruit at your door, and 
success is assured. 
The agricultural 


department has been carrying on ex- 
periments with Arabian dates of the 
finest quality, and we find that they 
may be grown here with great suc- 
cess. 


"From a financial standpoint I be- 


lieve that the dry land olive, or cueui- 
lali olive, is of more importance to 
San. Antonio. 
The rocky hills sur- 


rounding this city could be turned into 
olive groves which would be immense- 
ly profitable. 
The district surround- 


ing San Antonio is ideal for the culture 
of this olive, and San Antonio could 
supply the country with olive oil. 


"The dry land olive was introduced 


to this country from Tunis, in north- 
ern Africa. Although that country has 
an average annual rainfall of only nine' 
inches, olive growing is the principal 
industry. 
Thousands of tons of oil 


are shipped every year and are sold 
at fancy prices in Europe. The Unit- 
ed States is a great consumer of olive 
oil, and all that is used here is import- 
ed. 
This immense trade can be 


brought to southwest Texas if the peo- 
ple will plant olive trees on what they 
now consider their worthless land."
